Armed and Assault at Belmont? 


Swamp Fever, Insects, Zebras 


New York 

The Belmont Park management, after 
thinking a while whether it should take 
cognizance of anything that happened in 
Chicago, went ahead and offered to stage 
an Assault-Armed special, which is a very 
good thing. The experts are betting that 
it won't come off, but I can’t see why it 
shouldn't. 

Armed has very little business to trans- 
act in Chicago, now that the Arlington 
and Washington meetings are over, for 
though Hawthorne has raised its purses 
considerably, they are still hardly high 
enough to support Armed in the style to 
which he has become accustomed. If he’s 
to run for really big money he must come 
East. and it would be better to meet As- 
sault in a special race than to go for the 
handicaps and meet Assault at level 
weights anyway—because that’s what he’d 
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get—and have Stymie and Gallorette and 
others in with a concession. 

There isn’t anything really wrong with 
Assault, as far as can be told now. I had 
guessed that Washington Park’s hard 
track might have caused his soreness, be- 
cause the track must either be downhill 
all the way or almost totally without a 
cushion. The six furlong record has been 
broken twice at the meeting, Miss Kimo 
set a new one at seven furlongs, Armed 
popped the 11x-mile record, and Fervent 
set a new one, 2:0075, at a mile and a 
quarter. I just can’t believe the breed of 
horses is improving that rapidly. 

Max Hirsch didn’t see it that way, 
though he grants the hard track might 
have been an accessory. A nail too close 
to a tender area caused the pressure 
which produced the soreness, he says, 


though maybe a soft track wouldn’t have - 


caused enough pressure. 

“It’s like this,” he said, drawing a hoof, 
as seen from the bottom, on the edge of 
his program. “The last time we put a 
shoe on him, we put a nail here, another 
one here. and then the blacksmith started 
to put one here. I said it was too far 
back, and he said, ‘That’s where it’s got 
to go: there’s no place farther forward 
where it will hold.” So we put the nail in, 
and that’s what made him sore. After the 
work, we put clamps on it, and he 
flinched. As soon as it was out, he went 
sound again, and Jake Lowenstein gal- 
loped him next morning and he went all 
right. We had to file off the end of the 
shoe, too.” 

It’s the good front hoof, incidentally, 
not the one which has seemed most 
dangerous. The nail didn’t actually go 
into a tender place; it just came so close

His racing days over, The Bard was 
retired to his owner’s Chesterbrook Stud, 
Berwyn, Pa., and after numerous mat- 
ings with Heel and Toe sired in 1898 a 
colt named Gold Heels. 

Gold Heels was sold to William C. Whit- 
ney and was turned over to Tom Welsh 
to train. Sanguine that Gold Heels was 
destined to develop into a first-class colt, 
Welsh gave him plenty of time. Judge his 
chagrin when Mr. Whitney told Welsh to 
turn the colt over to Samuel C. Hildreth. 
Welsh naturally told his employer he was 
making a great mistake, but Mr. Whitney 
felt he owed Hildreth something and for 
that reason intended to present the colt 
to him. Hildreth and John E. Madden 
had a fight at Morris Park that spring. 
Madden easily mastered his opponent, and 
Hildreth lost his position as trainer of 
the Whitney horses as a result. 

So Hildreth was on his own again and 
proceeded to recruit a stable of horses 
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GOLD HEELS 
Sam Hildreth had him and 


lost him. For Diamond Jim 
Brady he won Morris Park’s 
21\4-mile Weight-for-Age, and 
the Brighton Handicap at 144 
miles. In this race he set a 
new American record. 


via the selling route. He was an Ishmae- 
lite. His hand was against every man’s, 
and every man’s, particularly Mike Clan- 
cy’s. was against him. 

When Hildreth took over Gold Heels, 
he put him in Dave Sloan’s stable and ran 
him in Sloan’s name, in an effort to cover 
up the colt. It didn’t fool Clancy. The 
first time the colt won a selling race in 
Sloan’s name, Clancy ran him up in the 
post-race bidding. Thereafter Gold Heels 
was entered in no more selling races, and 
near the end of the season he won a minor 
stakes. beating among others the highly re- 
garded Chuctanunda, owned by General 
Stephen Sanford and Sons. 


Diamond Jim’s Horse 


Near the end of the racing season Sloan 
sold Gold Heels to General F. C. Me-

Lewee, and when Hildreth came around to 
get the money, Sloan gave him the “bother- 
ed ear,” asking Hildreth what he meant 
by his demand. As Hildreth had never 
registered the colt in his name, he had no 
legal redress, and Sloan kept the money. 

General McLewee was well connected 
socially in New York City, and was the 
commanding officer of a National Guard 
regiment. Years before he was the “front” 
for the brewer, Frank Ehret. The Ehret 
horses ran in McLewee’s name and were 
exceptionally successful. Among them 
was Yorkville Belle. They were trained 
by Mat Allen, called the “kid glove” 
trainer. Ehret sold out in the autumn of 
1892. Among those sold was Yorkville 
Belle. Don Alonzo, Dobbins (then un- 
named), a yearling brother to Yorkville 
Belle, Sir Francis, De Muth, and others. 


When Gold Heels was purchased from 
Dave Sloan, General McLewee was front- 
ing for the porcine James Buchanan (Dia- 
mond Jim) Brady. Brady was a super- 
salesman. He was connected with Man- 
ning, Maxwell and Moore and the Pressed 
Steel Car Company, and was reckoned to 
be the best salesman that ever lived. Out- 
side of business his chief interests were 
diamonds, food, pretty women, and Thor- 
oughbred horses. He never drank or 
smoked but was a gargantuan eater. 

General McLewee engaged Mat Allen, 
who came from Tennessee, to train Gold 
Heels. George M. Odom rode him in most 
of his races. I recall two “big races” I 
saw Gold Heels win. 

The first was the Morris Park Weight- 
For-Age, 214 miles, $3,000 added plus the 
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Woodlawn Vase as a trophy. The vase 
was to be held for a year unless won twice 
in succession by one winner. It was re- 
tired a few years later when the Gough- 
acres (B. F. Clyde) Stable won it in two 
successive years with the home-bred Short- 
hose, a son of *Atheling which like Gold 
Heels was bred in Pennsylvania. Years 
later Mr. Clyde donated the Woodlawn 
Vase to the Maryland Jockey Club to be 
added as a trophy to the Preakness. 

Getting back to the Morris Park Weight- 
for-Age, it was run October 26, 1901. 
Eight horses started. Frank Farrell’s 
Blues, 3, 111, ridden by Bill Shaw and 
trained by Tom Welsh, and J. B. Haggin’s 
Watercolor, 3, 111, known as the “picture 
horse,” ridden by Otto Wonderly, and 
trained by young Charlie Littlefield, clos- 
ed joint favorites at 3-1. 

Gold Heels, 3, 111, Odom up, was held 
at 7-2; Hernando, 3, owned by W. H. 
Laudeman and ridden by Tommy Burns, 
winner of the Latonia Derby that spring, 
was a 4-1 chance. Harness and Wimmer’s 
old mare Imp, the “Coal Black Lady,” 
trained by Peter Wimmer and ridden by 
Johnny Bullman, was easy to back at 7-1. 
The day before, the daughter of *Wagner 
—Fondling, under 122 pounds and ridden 
by George M. Odom, had beaten Advance 
Guard, Raffaelo, and Decanter in a handi- 
cap at 1144 miles by a length. 

The Osceola Stable’s rugged mare Maid 
of Harlem, 5, ridden by William Simms, 
was practically friendless at 30-1. G. W. 
Waldbaum’s Latson, 6, 124, ridden by 
Nash Turner, and Billy Barrick’s Mc- 
Meekin 4, 124, ridden by Winnie O’Con- 
nor completed the field. Imp carried 121 
pounds. 

That arrant rogue Blues led for two 
miles, and when the son of Sir Dixon- 
Bonnie Blue 2nd tired, Odom sent Gold 
Heels to the front and in a finely run race 
won by two lengths in new track record 
time of 3:56 for the 214 miles. Once 
caught, Blues drifted rapidly to the rear, 
finishing seventh. Hernando came with 
one long sustained run and just got up 
in time to snatch second honors from 
Watercolor, which tired badly in the last 
hundred yards. 


Hardy 4-Year-Old 


Gold Heels wintered exceptionally well, 
and as a 4-year-old was lord of all he 
surveyed. It is true he was beaten once, 
in his first start at Gravesend at nine fur- 
longs, for which he was allotted 126 
pounds. He was ridden by O’Connor and 
was beaten into second place by two 
lengths behind a very shifty 3-year-old 
named Col. Bill, owned by John E. Mad- 
den and ridden by the Canadian, Arthur 
Redfern. 

Favorite for the Suburban at 3-1 and 
ridden by the raven-haired Otto Wonderly. 
who was destined to die in a fall at Mem- 
phis, I think, a year or two later, Gold

Heels under 124 pounds beat John E. 
Madden’s Pentecost a length, with Can- 
ada’s pride, Carruthers and Shields’ Ad- 
vance Guard, third. In his previous start 
Advance Guard, starting favorite for the 
Brooklyn Handicap, was beaten a short 
head in the Brooklyn by Arthur Feather- 
stone’s 100 to 1 Reina, trained by Julius 
Bauer and ridden by Winnie O’Connor. 
O’Connor looked like an altar boy, but as 
a graduate from “Father Bill” Daly’s 
school he knew all the answers, and while 
industriously whipping his mount managed 
to slash poor old Advance Guard across 
the nose on more than one occasion, which 
contributed materially to the defeat of the 
honest old son of Great Tom-Nellie Van. 


Gold Heels, under 126 pounds, had to 
put forth his best effort, supplemented by 
the skill of George M. Odom, to whip Ad- 
vance Guard, 124, ridden by Willie Shaw, 
in the 114-mile Advance Stakes at Sheeps- 
head Bay. Shaw, an exceptionally fine 
judge of pace, with no superior, if indeed 
an equal, at rating a horse in front, lacked 
finishing strength, which Odom _ possessed 
to a marked degree. This may have been 
the deciding factor in the final few yards. 


Topweight at 126 


All of this led up to the 114-mile Brigh- 
ton Handicap, run July 5, and worth $8,- 
045 to the winner. Mr. Vosburgh allotted 
Gold Heels top weight of 126 pounds. The 
public followed his opinion and backed 
the son of The Bard down to 7-5. Frank 
Farrell’s Blues was next at 123 pounds. 
He was held at 6-1 and was ridden by Jack 
Martin. Walter Rollins’ Herbert, 5, 121, 
ridden by Louis Smith; Joseph E. Wide- 
ner’s Ten Candles, 5, 118. was trained by - 
the late J. Howard Lewis and ridden by 
Otto Wonderly. Green B. Morris’ Water- 
cure 5, 110, was ridden by the negro jock- 
ey Lee Jackson; Charlie Boots’ 4-year-old 
Argregor by *Brutus—Ledalia, bred in 
California, ridden by Johnny Bullman, 
carried 109 pounds, and had few friends 
at 15-1.

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The following information about swamp 
fever was compiled from information furn- 
ished by Dr. H. W. Schoening, in charge 
of the Pathological Division, Bureau of 
Animal Industry, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture: 


@ Swamp fever was reported from 
Europe as a specific disease as long ago 
as 1843. It also is known as infectious 
anemia, malarial fever, slow fever, and 
mountain fever. 

@ It is caused by a virus carried in the 
bloodstream of a horse, mule, or ass. 
Swamp fever has been reported in man, 
but it is probable that humans are not 
very susceptible. 

@ The Bureau of Animal Industry has 
not been able to transmit the disease to 


animals other than horses and mules. 
Laboratory attempts to infect calves. 
sheep, swine, dogs, rabbits. and guinea 


pigs for the purpose of studying the virus 
have not been successful. 

@ The disease is characterized by in- 
termittent fever, marked depression. pro- 
gressive weakness, loss of weight. conges- 
tion and jaundice of the visible mucous 
membranes, swellings on the lower por- 
tions of the body and legs, and anemia that 
may be evident for only a comparatively 
short time or may become progressively 
worse. 

@ The onset of swamp fever is rapid. 
It is evidenced by fever which usually 
reaches 105 degrees and may reach 108 
degrees. The affected animal breathes 
more quickly, sometimes breathes with his 
abdomen. A stricken horse appears de- 


jected. his head hangs low. he shifts his 
weight from one leg to another, and fre- 
quently places his hind feet well under his 
body. He refuses to eat. 

@ In some cases an animal may die 
from the first attack of swamp fever. Usu- 
ally, however, the first attack lasts from 
three to five days. Then the temperature 
returns to normal, the appetite becomes 
better, and the animal appears to be well. 
except for loss of weight. 

® Later attacks usually follow at inter- 
vals from a few days to several months. 
When the attacks follow in short order, 
death usually results in from 15 to 30 
days. 

@ If a horse does not die when first af- 
fected by the disease, it may live for some 
time. suffering attacks only at intervals. 
Between times it may appear to be in 
good physical condition, and may be cap- 
able of working. But in general the 
chronic form of the disease is marked by 
a rough coat, weakness, 
swellings of the legs and lower body. 
Horses in this condition frequently eat 
ravenously, yet lose weight. This chronic 
form is most prevalent in the Mississippi 
Delta country. Horses affected with the 
chronic form have been known to live as 
long as 15 years after the first attack. 

@ Horses also may carry the disease 
in latent form. In such a case, no outward 
symptoms are visible. The temperature 
remains normal and the animal seems to 
be in good condition. Yet the virus is 
present in the bloodstream, such 
animals may pass the disease to others 
through flies and mosquitoes which bite 


sluggishness.

them and later bite healthy animals. It 
also may be transmitted through bleeding 
needles and hypodermic needles, and 
through equipment such as curry combs, 
brushes, bridles. saddles, blankets, and 
harness that may produce skin abrasions 
on both infected and healthy horses. 

@ In ordinary stable contact, when both 
sick and well horses are fed and watered 
from the same buckets, or well horses 
are placed in stalls that have been occu- 
pied by infected horses, the disease is not 
likely to spread. When well horses are 
placed in intimate contact with infected 
horses. such as when they are fed and 
watered together and housed in the same 
stall, and the straw and refuse is not 
cleaned out, the disease may spread. 

@ Horses known to be affected with 
swamp fever should be isolated, or pre- 
ferably destroyed. Their carcasses should 
be burned or buried. 

@ It is not definitely known that foals 
can become infected through nursing in- 
fected mares. Neither does milk from in- 
fected mares provide immunity from the 
disease to suckling foals. 

@ Foals are as susceptible as older 


horses. 


@® Pregnant mares may or may not 
abort during attacks of the fever. Foals 


from infected mares may be infected with 
the virus. and may be carriers of the dis- 
ease. 

@ The semen of infected stallions may 
contain the virus. 

@ The virus shows much resistance 
against chemical disinfectants. and against

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heating, freezing, and drying. 
slightly affected by age. 

Attempts have been made to treat the 
disease or provide immunity from _ it 
through penicillin, vaccines, and other 
means, but have not been successful. 

© Experiments have shown that stable- 
flies and horseflies are important factors 
in transmitting the disease. Fly control 
in regions where the disease is prevalent 
is one of the important safeguards. 

@ For the most part, swamp fever is 
confined to low-lying and wooded sec- 
tions. However. it also has been found at 
high altitudes. It appears to be more pre- 
valent when biting insects are most nu- 
merous, and during wet years. It appears 
in May or June, reaches a height in mid- 
summer, usually declines in fall. 

It has existed in the United States 
for at least 50 years. Since 1940, it has 
been reported in Arkansas. California. 
Florida, Louisiana, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, Michigan, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
New York, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Utah, Wiscon- 
sin. Indiana, Illinois, Michigan. Kansas. 


It is only 


Wyoming. Montana, Colorado, Oregon, 
Idaho, Texas, Virginia, Vermont, and 


Washington. 

@ Where a number of cases have de- 
veloped on certain pastures, it is well to 
move the animals to new quarters, plow 
the ground deeply. and fence it off. Horses 
and mules should not be allowed on it for 
at least six months.

The Beset at 
Rockingham Park 


At Rockingham Park, in New Hamp- 
shire, the outbreak of swamp fever re- 
sulted in a quarantine that made of the 
track a small, worried world. No horses 
could be shipped away from the course, 
and none would be shipped in. 


Owners and trainers stallwalked. They 
were haunted by the fear that their horses 
might be stricken with the disease, they 
were made uneasy at the prospect of 
mounting bills. There was talk of extend- 
ing the race meeting, but there was no 
certainty that it could be done. And 
whether or not the show went on, expenses 
would. 


On August 29, day before Rockingham’s 
fall meeting was to end, it was announced 
that a 19-day “emergency” session would 
be held from September 13 through Oc- 
tober 4. In response to a petition sub- 
mitted by the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, the New Hamp- 
shire Racing Commission had authorized 
the extra days. Manager Lou Smith of 
the track said the usual $2.200 minimum 
purse would prevail, with a mid-week 
feature at $5,000 and a Saturday event at 
$10,000. 


Horsemen expressed their appreciation 
of the racing commission’s action, their 
gratitude to Lou Smith. Then, grimly, 
they set about appraising their situation, 
mapping a program of action. 

Trainers and others gathered on Sun- 
day, September 1, to hear a talk and look 
at movies exhibited by Dr. C. D. Stein, 
of the U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry. 
Dr. Stein had been stalking the virus of 
swamp fever, or infectious anemia, for 
years. He told the horsemen what he 
knew about the disease, told them what 
they would have to do to get it under con- 
trol, prevent its spread. 

There was to be a 60-day quarantine, 
after which horses free from the virus of 
swamp fever presumably would be _per- 
mitted to move from the Rock. Trainers 
would take the temperatures of their horses 
at frequent intervals, and animals show- 
ing signs of fever would be isolated. A 
vigorous campaign would be waged against 
insects that might possibly spread the dis- 
ease through sucking blood from an in- 
fected horse, then biting a well horse. 

The movies exhibited by Dr. Stein con- 
firmed what the horsemen were learning 
from first-hand experience: Horses infect- 
ed with swamp fever were listless, weak, 
had no appetite, ran a fever, had difficulty 
in standing on their feet, sometimes were 
stocked up and wobbly behind. From 
what they had seen at Rockingham, and

The Hopeful: New Day, New Distance; 


Luro Lassos Seven Saratoga Stakes 


In competition prior to Saratoga’s Hope- 
ful Stakes, the leading 2-year-olds in the 
East had worked their way to the top. 
They had not met on a complete round- 
robin basis, though some had _ raced 
against each other. 

Of the lot, Better Self had emerged un- 
beaten. In five starts he had won five 
races, including the East View Stakes and 
the Saratoga Special. My Request. though 
twice unplaced, had earned more money, 
won more stakes. After losing two starts 
at the New Orleans Fair Grounds early 
in the year. he had come to New York and 
won five of six races, was second in the 
other. He had accounted for the Juvenile, 
National Stallion, United States Hotel and 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes, been second 
in the Flash Stakes. 

Star Bout had beaten him in the Flash, 
also had won the Christiana and Great 
American Stakes. placed in two others. 
Inseparable had won the Tremont and 
Sanford Stakes. Of the starting field in 
the Hopeful, only Relic and Whirling 
Fox had not won a stakes. 

But August 30 was a new day, and the 
614 furlongs of the Hopeful was a new 
distance. Actually there was nothing in 
the records of the candidates to indicate 
that an extra half-furlong would make 
any considerable difference. At six fur- 
longs they had been running stoutly, and 
a close finish might be expected in the 
Hopeful. 

It was close only for second, third, and 
fourth monies. Running like a_ haunt, 
Circle M Farm’s Relic bounced out of the 
gate in front, quickly established a length- 
and-a-half lead. At the top of the stretch 
he was in front by two. The horse racing 
was expected to begin at that point. but 
Relic simply accelerated. won by six. 
Whirling Fox. My Request. Star Bout, and 
Better Self drove to the wire like four 
horses yoked abreast. Whirling Fox inch- 
ed away. took second money by a_ neck 
over My Request. Star Bout and Better 
Self were heads apart. in that order. Time 
for the 6% furlongs was 1:1725. two- 
fifths slower than the track record set by 
Boojum in the Hopeful of 1929 and equal- 
ed in the same race last year by Blue 
Border. Relic ran his second quarter in 
:2244. 

Victory for the son of War Relic repre- 
sented the fifth Hopeful triumph for horses 
bred at the late Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle 
Hour Farm. Bazaar won the race in 1933, 
Bimelech in 1939. Bee Mac in 1943, and 
Blue Border in 1946. Better Self. the 3-

to-4 favorite for this year’s running, is by 
Bimelech—Bee Mac. 

Relic was acquired by Edward S. 
Moore’s Circle M Ranch last year when 
the Bradley farm and horses were bought 
by the Greentree Farm—King Ranch— 
Ogden Phipps syndicate. Mr. Moore ob- 
tained from the syndicate 14 broodmares, 
ten yearlings, including Relic. and ten 
weanlings. Circle M got Bridal Flower. 
dam of Relic, and his half brother, by 
Johnstown, which died last winter. Bridal 
Flower was barren when Circle M got her. 
but she now is in foal to Menow. 


The Argentines Hold Aces 


Possibly to the relief of the interested 
parties. Trainer Horatio Luro did not have 
a horse in the Hopeful Stakes. Up until 
the last day of the Saratoga meeting, the 
horseman from the Argentine had won six 
stakes with five horses. *Rico Monte took 


the Whitney and Saratoga Handicaps. 
Loyal Legion the Merchants and Citizens. 
*Pujante the American Legion, *Miss

At Saratoga, he won seven stakes. 


Grillo the Diana, and Peace of Mind the 
Albany. 

For the 1%4-mile Saratoga Cup, which 
followed the Hopeful on the program of 
August 30, Luro saddled *Talon for Rich. 
ard N. Ryan and *Hachazo for Dimitri 
Djordjadze, sending them out against four 
others. The Brookmeade Stable’s Boss 
led for half a mile or so, then *Hachazo 
took the lead. *Talon moved on him after 
a mile, and from there it was a thrilling 
two-horse race. Johnny Adams. on *Tal. 
on, and Ruperto Donoso, on *Hachazo, 
rode like fury down the stretch, and Adams 
got his mount to the finish line a head in 
front of *Hachazo. *Eb, the other Ar. 
gentine-bred horse in the race, was third, 
a dozen lengths behind the leader. Luro 
thus ended the meeting with seven stakes 
victories. 


Two Seconds—and A First 


Norman W. Church’s Boswell Lady had 
finished second to Calumet Farm’s unbeat- 
en 2-year-old filly Bewitch in the Arling- 
ton Lassie and Princess Pat Stakes. did 
not start in the Washington Park Futurity, 
in which Warren Wright’s stable finished 
one-two-three. Bewitch won her eighth 
consecutive victory. Her stablemate Cita- 
tion was second, another stablemate, Free 
America, was third. 

Boswell Lady was prepared to tackle 
this trio in the six-furlong Prairie State 
Stakes at Washington Park on August 25, 
but the weather intervened. Bewitch and 
Citation were scratched, and the colt Free 
America was the only Calumet Farm re- 
presentative sent out to race in the slop. 
The son of *Blenheim 2nd—Columbiana 
ran well in the off going, but he didn’t 
run as well as Boswell Lady. 

The Church filly put Hilda away after 
the O. F. Woodward filly had run the first 
quarter in :23, and she stayed in front to 
the wire. At the head of the stretch she 
led by three lengths. Free America, rac- 
ing wide, cut her margin by half a length. 
but that was all. The daughter of Toro 
Nancy, winner of the Arlington Futurity 
of 1934, won by 21% lengths. Salmagundi 
was third, 314 lengths behind Free Ameri- 
ca.

Since 1940, Sculptor Herbert Haseltine 
had been judging the 20-hand statue of 
Man o’ War that will be erected at Far- 
away Farm, near Lexington. And for 
seven years Haseltine, shown above with 
the statue. had been critizing it, reshaping 
it, adding touches. 

In 1944 a plaster cast of the work had 
been displayed in a New York gallery. 
Ostensibly it was in its final form, and 
Samuel D. Riddle, owner of Man o’ War, 
praised it highly. But Mr. Haseltine was 
not satisfied with it, set about to make it 
“ten times better. . . . It’s not just a horse, 
its Man o’ War.” 

On July 18 the sculptor patted the 
plaster model for the last time, declared 
that it was as ready as he could make it.

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AUSTRALIA, by Gwyn Jones 


Opened at 10,000 
Bought at 26,000 


MELBOURNE 

W. J. Smith. leading Sydney industrial- 
ist and business magnate, paid the record 
Australian auction price of 26,000 guin- 
eas (about $88.140) for Shannon (by Mid- 
stream) in Sydney on August 20, but he 
has not disclosed if he has plans for send- 
ing him to the United States later on. 
Shannon is now a 6-year-old and perhaps 
his new owner might not be tempted to 
send him across the Pacific. 

Then again. Mr. Smith might be wait- 
ing until he sees how Shannon shapes in 
the weight-for-age races in Sydney and 
Melbourne during the next three months 
before deciding upon an American ven- 
ture with the Santa Anita Handicap as the 
magnet. 


More than 6.000 people rolled up at the 
Sydney saleyards of Inglis and Company 
to see Shannon auctioned. The sale it- 
self occupied exactly 75 seconds. Shannon, 
which has won almost £17,000 in stakes, 
was formerly owned and trained by Peter 
Riddle. who died a few weeks ago. Before 
the horse was sold this week, Mr. Riddle’s 
estate had been lodged for probate at £40.- 
000. 


Bidding for Shannon began at 10,000 
guineas, the opening bidder being the 
well-known Sydney bookmaker Bill Mce- 
Donald. The next from an unidentified 
bidder was 15.000 guineas, and it was 
then lifted to 20.000 guineas by Maurice 
McCarten, the Sydney trainer. 


Then came a surprise challenge from a 
man named McGlinchy. acting for a syndi- 
cate. He went to 25,000 guineas and then 
Mr. Smith’s representative called 26,000 
guineas. There were no further bids and 
Mr. Smith won the day. 

It transpired tnat Mr. Smith’s represen- 
tative had been told to buy Shannon irre- 
spective of price. 

Frank Dalton, of Randwich, is to be the 
new trainer of the champion. Previous 
highest price for a race horse sold at auc- 
tion in Australia was when Alan Cooper 
paid £19,000 for Talking (by Magpie). 
Heroic (by Valis) fetched 16,000 guineas, 
and Valais was sold in this country for 
14,000 guineas. 

Mr. Smith, who is a close friend of 
Louis B. Mayer, has become the biggest 
buyer of race horses in Australia. He 
gave 6.500 guineas for Ajax (by Heroic) 
when he was sold in Melbourne some years 
ago, but the late A. W. Thompson then 
acquired an interest in the horse. When 
Mr. Thompson died, Ajax was auctioned 
again, Mr. Smith paying 13.000 guineas 
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this time and it showed what a cheap pur- 
chase he had been originally. 

The day Ajax was sold for 6,000 guin- 
eas. Mr. Smith gave 4,000 guineas for 
Manitoba (by Manna), and when Ajax 
was sold in Sydney in July for the second 
time. Mr. Smith gave 6,000 guineas for 
Magnificent (by Ajax). He also purchas- 
ed *Beau Pere for Mr. Mayer and it was 
a remarkable coincidence that the death 
of *Beau Pere was cabled to Australia the 
day he bought Shannon. 

Mr. Smith has been interested in racing 
since 1931 and owned a good horse named 
Kuvera (by Brazen) with which he won 
the King’s Cup. When Mr. Smith first 
purchased *Beau Pere in New Zealand 
the price was 3,300 guineas but it is 
understood that Mr. Mayer paid something 
like 25,000 guineas for him when secured 
for the United States. 

Darby Munro, who has won nine races 
on Shannon, has been retained to ride 
him in all of his spring contests, which 
will be restricted to weight-for-age races. 


PURSES, PRICES HOLD UP 


MELBOURNE 
Another racing season has ended on a 
highly successful note throughout this 
country, and although the edge is off the 
boom years of the war when money almost 
grew on trees, there is no reason for any- 
one to panic about the future. The rac- 
ing executives in Melbourne are handling 
less revenue than they did two years ago, 
but this is much the same the world over. 
The population of Melbourne is little 
more than a million, and it is therefore 
a great credit to the eight metropolitan 
racing clubs that for 63 racing days this 
season the stakes distributed were an all- 
time high of £381,015. 


That is a lot of money in a town of this 
size, and throughout the whole of Aus- 
tralia much more than a million pounds 
would be handed over by race clubs to 
owners and trainers. 


Looking over the season in retrospect, 
perhaps the most sensational episode was 
the breaking-down of *Bernborough in 
the Mackinnon Stakes at Flemington last 
November, and his sale and subsequent 
departure to the United States, where he 
is now esconsed cosily in the great domain 
at Spendthrift Farm. 


*Bernborough was a mighty horse, and 
when at the peak of his form he would 
have held his own in any part of the 
world. He has gone from these shores, 
never to return, but we will always have 
a warm spot for a great race horse which 
we hope will be an even greater sire. 

In other words, we hope our loss will 
be your gain in regard to *Bernborough 
and *Bernborough only. With the excep- 
tion that we like his erstwhile trainer, 
Harry Plant, we will leave it at that. 


You know as much about *Bernborough 
now as we did when he was racing here, 
so it is useless to dilate upon his great 
race form and his greater heart, when as 
a sick horse he was asked to undertake the 
journey across the Pacific. 


*Bernborough has gone but still with 
us is Shannon (by Midstream) which has 
been rated always better than him. Shan- 
non has not raced since last October be- 
cause of the sickness of his owner-trainer, 
Peter Riddle, who died not long ago. 

Temeraire is the outstanding horse of 
his age in this country and is working 
better than ever in Sydney, where he is 
owned and trained. Sydney is lucky hav- 
ing two such good horses to start off the 
spring season. Temeraire has won slight- 
ly more than £8,000 in stakes, and Shan- 
non almost £17,000 from a very limited 
number of starts. 


Russia (by Excitement) was the out- 
standing stayer of the season. He won 
the Melbourne Cup with 121 pounds up - 
by any number of lengths, and is again 
topweight for the 1947 series with 136. 
He has changed stables this winter and 
he will need to be a stayer right out of 
the ordinary to win the Melbourne Cup, 
for which the equal favorites are the New 
Zealander Bruce (by Foxbridge) which 
has 129, and the 4-year-old Proctor (by 
Actor) which has 126. Proctor won the 
Sydney Cup of two miles in the autumn in 
runaway fashion, and no risks are being 
taken with him this season. 

Chanak, by Hellespont, winner of more 
than £5,000, was the best 2-year-old in 
Melbourne and he has come up well ready 
for his early spring racing. Chanak is a 
good type of 3-year-old, but like Tem- 
eraire, it remains to be seen if he can 
stay. 

Leading jockey in Melbourne last sea- 
son was Jack Purtell, while in Sydney the 
evergreen Bill Cook won honors for the 
sixth time. Fred Hoysted, whose horses 
won more than £26,000, was the principal 
winning trainer in Melbourne for the 
eighth time, and F. W. Hughes of Sydney 
the leading winning owner for Australia 
with £20,013. A close second was O. R. 
Porter with £19,699. 


Tote betting returns in other states for 
the season are not yet available, but 63 
meetings in Melbourne aggregated £6,- 
440,452 as compared with £7,412,425 dur- 
ing the corresponding twelve months of 
the year before. 

It shows that Australians are good bet- 
tors, because bookmakers hold at least 
five times as much the tote, and millions 
of pounds never traced officially are in- 
vested on pre-post betting on great races. 

Yearling prices, as well as those for 
proved race horses, kept up remarkably 
well during the 1946-47 racing year, and 
in all the states the turnover for the year- 
lings was not far short of 400,000 guineas.

Calumet and the Chicago Courses; 


Spy Song and his Sudden Stops 


CHICAGO 

When Armed, the world’s richest geld- 
ing, crossed the finish line 344 lengths in 
front of Honeymoon in the Washington 
Park Handicap on Monday, he rang up 
$37.500 more on the Calumet Farm cash 
register, boosting the 1947 earnings of 
Warren Wright’s racing stable to $1.012.,- 
741, far and away an all-time record for 
one year. And the year is only eight 
months old, at that. The previous high 
for one year was Calumet’s $601,600 in 
1944. 

Armed increased his own earnings to 
$641,600. of which $256.425 was garnered 
this year. Calumet picked up $560,800 
at Arlington and Washington Parks. where 
the devil red silks were home in front in 
14 of the 36 stakes. With Pleasure. Arm- 
ed’s nemesis at a distance of a mile or 
less, had to be content with third in the 
Washington Park Handicap. Cover Up. 
the ten-furlong record holder from Cali- 
fornia, finished fourth. 

Washington Park’s 1947 attendance. ap- 
proximately 550.000. was a drop from 
the 671.681 of 1946. The betting dropped 
about 25 per cent. Total purse distribu- 
tion, including stakes fees, was $1.334.833., 
for a daily average of $43.704. Without 
horsemen’s fees the average was $37,961. 
Washington Park's total  pari-mutuel 
handle for the meeting was $34,433.847. 
a daily average of $1.110.769. 


Plans for Hawthorne 


Chicago’s racing scene shifted this week 
from Washington Park to Hawthorne, 
where opening day at Illinois’ oldest track 
(built in 1891) was featured by the local 
version of the Juvenile Handicap. Own- 
ers of the track, the Thomas Carey Es- 
tate. operating for their second consecu- 
tive season after having leased the prop- 
erty for many years to other operators, 
seem determined to put Hawthorne back 
in the Grade A division. 

The program has been stepped up to 

degree which promises some first-rate 
racing. even if some of the larger stables 
which have been at Arlington and Wash- 


ington Parks most of the summer are 
leaving for other parts. Some owners 


viewed the departure of Brolite’s With 
Pleasure and the entire Calumet delega- 
tion with nothing akin to sadness. 
Hawthorne’s purse distribution will ex- 
ceed the million-dollar mark. There are 
five $20.000 stakes. one for $25.000 add- 
ed (the new Charles W. Bidwell Memorial 
Handicap). and the revived Hawthorne 


Gold Cup, with an endowment of $50.000. 
Some time the Gold Cup again may be- 
come a weight-for-age or allowance race 
as it was in its pre-handicap era, during 
the days of Display, Sun Beau. Equipoise, 
Plucky Play, and Discovery. 

Managing Director Robert Carey (re- 
presenting the estate) seems to be the 
kind to catch on quickly, while his gen- 
eral manager, Ray Bennigsen, had many 
years of experience as right-hand man for 
the late sports promotor, Charlie Bid- 
well, who formerly operated Hawthorne 
and many other enterprises. Hawthorne 
stakes still bear such legendary and ro- 
mantic names as Speed, Sprint, and Au- 
tumn Handicaps (at least they have no 
Inaugural or Governor’s Handicap) but 
time may bring some changes here, too. 


The Wright Touch 


A comprehensive review of the Wash- 
ington Park meeting, alone and in co- 
ordination with Arlington Park, would be 
in order if all the miscellaneous, interest- 
ing data and figures lying around loose 
could be picked up in a minute before 
deadline by someone not completely ener- 
vated by the heat wave. Track records 
fell literally by the dozen (12 times) all 
the way from five to ten furlongs. Some of 
the new ones were lowered again, others 
equalled. Equipoise’s mile in 1:3425 re- 
mained untouched, however. 

Seldom has a meeting. or two meetings, 
been so dominated by one stable in such 
a manner as that in which Calumet Farm 


held sway at Arlington and Washington 
Parks. Going into Labor Day, final card 


at Washington Park. Calumet had captured 
seven of the 19 stakes at Arlington, six 
of the first 16 at Washington, a total of 
13 out of 35. William Helis took five 
(three with Miss Kimo), Brolite Farm 
four (all by With Pleasure), Dixiana four 
(three with Spy Song). King Ranch and 
Norman W. Church each won two stakes. 

For Calumet, Bewitch won five stakes. 
Fervent three. Armed four, Citation and 
Free America one each. Yet Calumet was 
upset often enough to keep things inter- 
esting. especially when With Pleasure 
hooked up with Armed. Twice at a mile 
and once at six furlongs the Calumet 
champion went under to With Pleasure’s 
blistering speed. Twice at nine furlongs 
and once at 10. Armed was the winner. 
Because of his colorful performances prior 
to Labor Day. with the Washington Handi- 
cap still to come, With Pleasure would 
have received many votes as the outstand- 
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ing horse of the Arlington-Washington 
season, notwithstanding the claims of such 
candidates for that honor as Bewitch, 
Armed. Fervent, Spy Song, and But Why 
Not. To tackle Armed at a mile and a 
quarter on Labor Day With Pleasure pass- 
ed up Saturday’s seven-furlong Chicago 
Handicap and another meeting with Spy 
Song. which he had beaten twice at six 
furlongs. 


Dixiana’s Laughing Horse 


In passing the posies, Spy Song deserves 
one of the big bouquets. Every mention 
of him includes some reference to his tem- 
perament, his erratic ways, his unreliabil- 
ity. True it is that he is tempermental 
and erratic. but most horsemen would 
agree that a horse which wins 11 of 23 
starts. not to speak of six second, two 
thirds. and $169,375, is reliable enough, 
even if not a gem of consistency. 


TRAINER T. P. FLEMING 


Sharpened With Pleasure for three vic- 
tories over Armed. 


Maybe he causes Owner Charles Fisher, 
Trainer Jack Hodgins, and Farm Man- 
ager Ercel Ellis to look for symptoms of 
stomach ulcers in themselves now and 
then, and maybe no one knows just how 
far he can run, but the notion prevails in 
this department that no horse in America 
can catch him as long as he will run. 

In defeat. Spy Song caused With Pleas- 
ure to establish a new track record, 
1:0945 for six furlongs at Washington 
Park before deciding to stop, then made 
Rippey lower it to 1:09245 before being 
struck by a similar notion. 

His oddest race was the seven furlong 
Clang Handicap. He waited too long be- 
fore sticking his toes in the ground and 
slowing down to a lope. It was too late, 
the winning post was too close, he beat 
With Pleasure by a length. Coming back, 
Jockey Steve Brooks laughed so hard he 
nearly fell off. Maybe Spy Song laughed 
a little himself.

placed in isolation. At that time, about 
18 head already were segregated in a 
quarantine area, and a dozen or so others 
were under suspicion. Seven had died or 
had been destroyed. 

There was a realization that more horses 
might die, and that others might be dis- 
closed as carriers of the virus. These too 
would have to die. Only a small per- 
centage of the horses at Rickingham were 
believed to be insured. Some owners con- 
ceivably would be ruined financially. 

The HPBA came up with this proposal, 
which it said would be offered to the race 
tracks: Let all U. S. tracks stage an extra 
race a day for the purpose of building up 
a fund for reimbursing owners who lost 
A com- 
mittee would be appointed to appraise the 


horses because of swamp fever. 


horses, and its valuations would be accept- 
ed. 

“We would try to give fair appraisals,” 
said an HBPA spokesman in a telephone 
call to THe Btoop-Horse earlier this 
week. “Naturally some people have an 
exaggerated notion as to what their horses 
are worth, but it would be our intention 
to set up an impartial committee to give 
realistic appraisals.” At the time this 
issue of the magazine went to press, no 
results from the proposal had been an- 
nounced. 

Meanwhile, New York. New Jersey. 
Maryland, and other states were not re- 
ceiving horses from the affected areas of 
New England, though it was reported that 
horses stabled at Suffolk Downs had been 
shipped to Narragansett Park, which open- 
ed its fall meeting on Labor Day. Horses 
which previously had been sent from New 
England to other sections were kept under 
close watch. And horses which presum- 
ably had not been exposed to the disease 
were carefully looked after by anxious 
trainers. 

During the course of the investigations 
at Rockingham, it was brought out that 
the disease could be spread through the 
needles used in lip tattooing. It was 
understood that Dr. J. G. Catlett. veteri- 
narian at the New York tracks, had order- 
ed the tattooing of horses to be stopped in 
that State. 


THE COVER: FERVENT 

The battery of big guns that Calumet 
Farm has zeroed in on its racing oppon- 
ents this season includes two of the lead- 
ing 3-year-olds. One of them is Fault. 
less. the Preakness winner, the other is 
Fervent, recent winner of the American 
Derby. 

Last year. when they were 2-year-olds, 
and early this year Trainer Ben Jones de- 
clared the colts were only “noses apart, 
and I can’t say whose nose is in front.” 
But a splint sent Fervent out of action, 
and Faultless represented Calumet in the 
Triple Crown series. 

Fervent returned to racing in mid-June, 
quickly accounted for the Skokie Handi- 
cap and the Dick Welles Stakes. Seconds 
in the Arlington Classic and the Drexel 
Handicap were followed by the most im- 
pressive victory of his career: In _ the 
American Derby he beat Cosmic Bomb 
in a bitter duel, ran the 144 miles in 
2:00%5. fastest time ever turned in by a 
3-year-old in America. Phalanx was in 
the beaten field. 

On April 13, 1945, Manager Paul Ebel- 
hardt of Calumet Farm stated in a mem- 
orandum to Warren Wright that the 
“*Blenheim 2nd—Hug Again colt .. . is 
on the small side, but looks like a good 
horse.” Fervent still is on the medium 
side, but his long, strong forearms, short 
cannons, and low-set hocks contribute to 
making him an efficient running-machine.

horses. not far from Saratoga ten or 15 
years ago. It is carried by flies and mo- 
squitoes, so one preventative is clouds 
and clouds of DDT. Van operators have 
been asked to spray their conveyances 
after each use. and presumably they will, 
though the tracks have no authority to 
make them, and no way to check on 
whether they do it well. 

The first horse that died of swamp 
fever in New England. though this is not 
beyond dispute, was an animal named 
Voucher, which raced in Florida in Jan- 
uary. On this somewhat slender basis, it 
has been reported that the disease came 
from there. Dr. Catlett couldn’t say yes 
or no, but he did remark that in his con- 
siderable experience in Florida, he had 
never encountered a case of swamp fever 
in the Miami area. Of course the en- 
zootic in New England needn’t have orig- 
inated from a race horse. or even at a race 
course. Any of the Palominos or cross- 


bred stock sometimes used for stable 
ponies, and brought from who knows 


where, could have started it, or any stock 
brought to the vicinity of the tracks. I 
do not know the bombing range of a 
mosquito, but it could be considerable. 
Part of the reason the disease spread so 
much before any notice was taken I sus- 
pect—that is not to be loaded on Dr. Cat- 


lett—to be a little hush-hush on the part 
of track operators, who understandably 
want a business-as-usual arrangement, but 
part of it also was that early cases were 
not properly diagnosed, which nearly 
always happens when a disease which is 
supposedly confined to one section appears 
unexpectedly in another. 

In the South, a partial immunity seems 
to exist, and horses get the disease in a 
sort of chronic form, but Thoroughbreds 
naturally have no immunity at all. Chances 
are, Dr. Catlett says. that a race horse 
which gets it will die, and even if he ap- 
parently recovers he is likely to have a 
recurrent attack not long afterwards and 
die of that. If he lives, he is something 
like 50 to 1 to be a carrier as long as 
he lasts. 

There is at present no vaccine or other 
immunization known, but since the virus 
which causes the disease has been isolated, 
it is apparently a matter of laboratory 
work to develop one. Dr. Catlett and two 
members of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania staff met at Rockingham Park last 
week to study the disease at first hand, 
under auspices of the Grayson Founda- 
tion. 

Meanwhile the horses from New Eng- 
land are being checked twice a day, and 
will be for thirty days from the time they 
came in. A sharp temperature rise is 
the danger signal. and up to now (Au- 


gust 29) none has appeared. The incuba- 
tion period ranges from seven to 28 days, 
Dr. Catlett said, and since it is not con- 
tagious during the incubation — period, 
matters are not quite as serious as they 
seemed at first. These horses have been 
virtually breathing DDT fog. so mosqui- 
toes and flies have no very good source 
of supply. 
The disease affects only horses and 
mules, or to be exact solid-hooved animals, 
which is to say that unless somebody is 
harboring a zebra, only horses and mules 
need be watched. The first cold weather 
will stop the spread, since the only means 
of transmission, except for laboratory 
methods. is blood-sucking insects.

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PIMLICO FALL STAKES
